ADVOCATE ECONOMY 


At the convention of the Inde- 
pendent members of the Alberta 
Legislature held in Edmonton last 
Saturday, the delegates were unan- 
imous in calling tor the most strin- 
gent economy in all departments 
of the government during the war. 
The group feels that particularly 
when the country is at war every 
effort should be put forth to curtail 
extravagant enterprises. In a formal 
resolution they offered concrete 
suggestions on how these economies 
can be effected. 

1. Abandonment of “‘such use- 
less experimental enterprises as the 
treasury branches and the social 
credit board.” 


2. Cessation of governmental 
efforts to embark on further danger- 
ous experiments such as the propos- 
ed provincivl bank. 


3. The drawing of a clear-cut 
distinction between legitimate pub- 
licity and political propaganda and 
the elimination of the latter from 
governmental expenditures. 


In another resolution they called 
for a marked reduction in provin- 
cial taxation, and that. the social 
service tax should be reduced to its 
ore social credic devel, and the can- 
cellation of nuisance license tees.

LIFE OF SEEDS 


How long do seeds remain alive? 
Certainly not from ancient Egyptian 
times until now. Reports of the 
germination of “mummy” wheat are 
called fables by botanists. 

The seeds of some plants naturally 
have a long life-span, while the 
seeds of others are very short lived. 
Seeds of some members of the pea 
family may remain viable for over 
100 years, while willow and poplar 
seeds rarely live for more than @ 
week under natural conditions. The 
life-span of any seed is materially 
affected by the conditions of storage. 

In 1934, a French botanist secured 
20 seeds of the Senna plant from a 
collection made in 1776. These seeds 
were so precious that only two were 
tested. Both germinated after lying 
in a herbarium case for 158 years. 
The same author reports that of ten 
Mimosa seeds 81 years old, five 
germinated. An English botanist ob- 
tained 2.6 percent germination in red 
clover seed 81 years old. It is difficult 
to secure accurate records of seed 
buried in soil. However, a Japanese 
botanist reports 100 percent germina- 
tion in seeds of the Oriental Lotus 
flower buried for at least 120 years. 

Seeds of wheat, oats and barley 
often germinate well until about ten 
years old, after which the percentage 
of germination falls off sharply. 
However, due to adverse conditions 
during ripening and harvesting, the 
germination of hew seed may be low. 
It is always wise to make a germina- 
tion test before: sowing.

TWO MILLION 
STEAM TRAPS 


WORLD RECORD SET UP 
BY BRITISH FIRM 


What is believed to be a world 
record has been set up by a British 
firm which has just sold its two 
millionth steam trap. 

A steam trap is an automatic 
vaive which géts rid of water con- 
densing from steam in pipe lines 
and steam heated units, 

There are many types and many 
wsys in which they work. Some 
contain a float which lifts in the 
water that comes to it, so opening 
a discharge valve. Others have a 
hucket which sinks as it fills with 
this water and pulls a valve off its 
seat, Yet others cairy a thermo- 
stat which closes to steam and 
opens to cooler water, automatic- 
ally draining it off. 

Traps are to,be found in whal- 
ing ships in the Antarctic, in the 
oil refineries of Iran, in the wooll-
